THE ELLIS ISSUE WILL NOT DOWN. 


In a frantic effort to divert attention 
from the “Jim” Ellis issue of this campaign, 
the bosses of the republican party publish­ 
ed Sunday a statement in which they at­ 
tacked a local attorney, who happens to be 
a democrat, because, in the pursuance of 
his sworn obligation as a lawyer, he at one 
time defended “Bobby” Burns, whom they 
designate “king of the bootleggers.”

Since when, 
then, has it become a crime to appear in 
court in defense of one charged with of­

against the 
law, 
whether it be 
“Bobby” Bums or any other person? Even 
the arch-criminals who conspired the death 
of Abraham Lincoln, had their day in court 
with able attorneys at their service. 
The 
murderer of Garfield and the slayer of Mc­ 
Kinley both were legally tried and both 
ably defended by lawyers of integrity and 
standing and no person ever throught to 
asperse their characters because 
of the 
performance of that duty. 
It remains 
for 
the 
campaign 
committee 
of 
the

LLCYD GEORGE’S AIM AT GENOA. 
W hat Lloyd George hopes to accomplish 
at the Genoa conference is indicated in an 
article in 
the London 
Daily 
Chronicle, 
which h a s attracted much attention in Eng­ 
land. 
The article is by Herbert Sideboth- 
am, and it is known to reflect the views of 
the premier. 
Restoration of the economic unity of Eu­ 
rope is Lloyd George’s aim at Genoa, the 
article declares, pointing out that “unless 
we can get a Europe that works as an econ­ 
omic unity and is reconcileed in politics the 
result of the war is still in dreadful doubt.” 
In what way, the author asks, can Genoa 
iead to fulfillment of this hope, and he 
answers his question as follows: 
“Land armaments are ruled out of 
consideration; these are in the prov­ 
ince of the committee of the League of 
Nations, on which Lord Esher will act 
as British representative. What Genoa 
can do is to lay a foundation of politi­ 
cal agreement on which these projects 
of disarmament can be erected. It can 
see concluded between all the nations 
represented a solemn agreement not to 
attack or threaten to attack each other 
for a period of years. It may even see 
its way to legislate for the future es­ 
tablishment of neutralized zones be­ 
tween nations, so that there should be 
no element of doubt as to who is the 
aggressor in any given circumstances. 
If we can get so far disarmament 
will follow; but to get so far it is abso­ 
lutely necessary that both Russia and 
Germany should be brought into the 
comity of nations at Genoa. 
How, for 
example could you bind France not to 
attack Germany so long as Russia and 
Germany 
were 
free 
to attack Po­ 
land?” 
The United States government decided to 
stay away from Genoa on the ground that 
the conference there would be political and 
not economic. 
Of course, it was always 
plain that political matters must first figure 
largely; but Mr. Sidebotham’s article em­ 
phasizes anew, what was really clear from 
the beginning, that solution of the econo­ 
mic problem is Lloyd George's main goal, 
that he is battling his way -forward along 
the direct road towards solution of that 
problem, and that he is interested in the 
political problems only because they stand 
in the way of the economic solution an- 
must be dealt 
with 
first. 
His bold and 
sweeping plan for dealing with them, out­ 
lined in the excerpt quoted above, is not a 
thing in which Europe alone Is concerned. 
It must interest us also intensely, and it i> 
hard to see why we should not ha\e gi\en 
our aid and support to the undertaking. 
There can hardly be any doubt that our as­ 
sistance would have been exceedingly val­ 
uable or that our refusal to take part great­ 
ly increases 
the 
difficulty
